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Retiring teacher ‘an institution’ at New Haven

For the first time in 31 years, New Ha- 
ven High School will begin second semes- 
ter next week without Verl Arthur Oberlin. 

Oberlin, 64, will retire Jan. 14 — 42% 
years after he taught his first business 
che in his hometown high school in But- 
ler. . 

“He’s an institution in this school,” 

guidance counselor Coleen Snyder said. 
*‘We’re going to miss him.” 
_ Oberlin said other teachers have re- 
tired, but “I never felt part of the retire- 
ment movement until now, and I can’t ex- 
plain why I felt that way. I just knew it was 
time,” he said. “I’m beginning to get a little 
weary — it’s been a long time.” 


But he hasn’t been counting the days 
until the semester ends. 

“Tm not that happy about going,” said 
Oberlin, who began his own education in a 
a school in Butler. “My friends are 

ere.” 

Oberlin has enjoyed teaching business 
law classes most, but a sales class with a 
low enrollment back in the mid-1960s is his 
most memorable. 

“In order to inspire a little interest in 


the class, I allowed them to sell anything 
they wanted when they gave their final 
sales talk,” he said. “One boy brought in 
his Honda cycle. You can imagine the at- 
tention that got going down the hall. 

~“He asked permission to start it, so we 
opened the windows while it idled. But he 


cheated on me and gave it a couple of 
squirts with the throttle,” Oberlin laughed 
and repeated the sound: “Vroom, vroom, 
vroom!” ‘ 

Oberlin said he never did that again but 
added, ‘“‘Seriously, the enrollment in- 
creased. The kids all wanted in that class.” 

Since 1970, Oberlin has been a coun- 
selor for all sophomores and one-third of 
the freshman class while heading the 
school’s testing programs. He has found 
quite a difference exists between classroom 
and counseling responsibilities. 

“Tn the classroom you see students ev- 
ery day, form contacts, see them grow and 
form friendships,” he said. “In counseling 
you don’t see them that often and don’t al- 
ways know whether you've done any good,

sometimes until years later.” 

New Haven studenis will remember 
Oberlin for other activities: 

He spent 13 years as sponsor of the 
school’s yearbook and remembers each ed- 
itor and the color of each year’s “Mirage.” 

From 1957 to 1967 he announced the 
school’s sporting events over the public ad- 
dress system. 


At New Haven High School, 26 feet of 
showcase in the commons area tells Ober- 
lin’s life story. Lu Ann Beaman, media di- 
rector at the school, has worked with Ober- 
lin for 16 years and gathered Oberlin’s 
memorabilia for the school’s showcase. 

“Everybody has enjoyed him so much,” 
she said. “His is a truly educational spirit 
concerned with the individual student.” 


East Allen plans to borrow $7 million

The East Allen County Schools board 
has decided to borrow $7 million to meet 
expenses until tax collections are re- 
ceived in June. The board took the ac- 
tion Jan. 4 to channel money into the 
schools’ general and debt service funds. 

The loans, known as tax anticipation 
warrants, are routinely sought by school 

-corporations to assure cash flow until tax 
money is received. 

_Of the $7 million to be borrowed, the 
system plans to use $3 million during the 
first six months — $2 million for the gen- 


eral fund and $1 million for the debt 
service fund. That amount will be repaid 
June 30, 1983. 

The extra $4 million will be invested 
during the first six months of 1983 to 
create additional revenue for the system. 

In the final six months of 1983, the re- 
maining $4 million will be distributed 
between the general and debt service 
funds in amounts of $3.3 million and 
$700,000, respectively. 

In other financial matters, East Allen 
has been notified money normally re- 
ceived from the state will arrive later 
than usual during 1983. Instead of re- 


ceiving six state payments in the first six 
months of 1983, school systems will re- 
ceive five. The state will make two pay- 
ments in December. 

The system will face another financial 
squeeze in its receipt of property tax re- 
placement money. Sixty percent of prop- 
erty tax replacement money is normally 
obtained in June and 40 percent in De- 
cember. The system was notified those 
figures will be reversed for 1983. 

In other action, the board approved 
selling a house and garage on the corner 
of Hosler Road and Wayne Street in Leo, 
adjacent to Leo Elementary School.

PSC may rule soon 
on water rate boost

The Indiana Public Service Com- 
mission may rule within a few 
weeeks on New Haven’s request to 
increase city water rates by 40 per- 
cent. 


The commission conducted a pub- 
lic hearing about the higher rates in 
Indianapolis Jan. 4. No one spoke 
against the higher fees, New Haven 
oy Attorney Arthur Fruechtenicht 
said. 


If the rates are approved within a 
few weeks as expected, Fruechte- 
nicht said, the city will begin 
sending out bills reflecting the 
higher rate in February. 

New Haven Clerk-Treasurer He- 
len Purvis said for an average user of 
5,000 gallons of water a month, the 
new rates would mean an increase 
oe $10.75 to $15 in the monthly

Lots to do today. Let’s see ... get the 
car washed ... do some shopping ... get 
the film developed. . 

Get the film developed? 

It’s possible at One Hour Photo, 6025 
Stellhorn Road next to Northwood Plaza. 

Owner Paul Saalfield, a former sales 
manager with the Pace-Arrow recreational 
vehicle company, first considered going 
into business for himself during the winter 
of 1971-72. But his dream didn’t come true 
until a little over a year ago. 

“A friend of mine, Dr. Peter Furno (a 
Decatur chiropractor) and myself started 
looking more and more into the idea of a 
service-oriented small company,” he said. 

“Our first idea was just to develop a 
photo processing lab — this being before 
we were aware of the one-hour process. But 
then we discovered through more research 
that there was equipment which would en- 
able us to process a customer’s film within 
an hour.” 

Thus, the concept of a full-service 
photo store — which would not only proc- 
ess film but provide camera equipment, 
enlargements and free advice to the cus- 
tomer on how to take better pictures — 
was established. By July 15, 1981, Saal- 
field, along with his wife, Dee, and Furno, 
was able to convert what was. formerly a 
Dawn Donuts establishment into the city’s 
first one-hour photo processing store. Be- 
fore that, the property had been a Sunoco 
service station. 

“We looked at several areas back in 
January of ’72,” he said, “and we decided 
the northeast ’side of town was the best 
place to build the business because there 
were more families, more households. We 
looked at different areas — the Glenbrook 


shopping center, Southtown Mall, Time - 


Corners — but there was no doubt the de- 
mographics really heavily pointed to the 
northeast side of town.” 

_ Nevertheless, business was slow in 
building. Fort Wayne consumers, being 
what he jokingly called “creatures of 
habit,” at first rejected the idea of a one- 
hour photo processing place — something 
which has been proliferating along the 
West Coast for several years. Saalfield 
found himself unable to make a pan until 
this past summer.

alongside his wife waiting on customers 
and taking orders from professional, as 
well as amateur, photographers. As an am- 
ateur photographer for over 20 years, Saal- 
field said he feels he is better qualified 
than the average drugstore clerk in under- 
standing the needs and frustrations of the 
snapshot photographer. 

“Chances are, when you go into a 
drugstore and have a problem with your 
film — maybe some shots didn’t come out 
right, they were too dark, or maybe some- 
thing’s wrong with the camera — the clerk 
won’t know what you’re talking about,” he 
said. “This is why we emphasize service, 
service, service. 

“We don’t charge the customer for bad 
prints, even if it’s his fault, and at the same 
time, we give advice on how to do it right 
the next time.”

Saalfield said he hopes to build more 
stores in the city, preferably at Time Cor- 
ners or Southtown, but not until the 
Stellhorn store has been given enough time 
to show a substantial profit. In the mean- 
time, he has made a deal with Rogers Mar- 
kets Inc. to set up distribution centers in 
its stores throughout the city for customers 
to drop off rolls of film to be developed at 
One-Hour Photo. 

In about three years, he predicted, one- 
hour photo businesses will be so popular 
among Fort Wayne area residents that 
there will be six or seven different outlets 
besides his own. 

“This is definitely the coming thing,” 
he said.

Bernie Holm uses his hobby not only for 
the good of his city but also to bring his fam- 
ily closer together. 


What do these people, as well as others 
like them, have in common? They’re 
“hams,” amateur radio operators involved in 
a myriad of communications activities with 
their “rigs,” or two-way radios. 


Ham operators, unlike people who use 
CB radios, must pass Morse-code and writ- 
ten tests in order to become licensed in one 
of the five classifications of hams. Depend- 
ing on his or her knowledge of the code, Fed- 
eral Communications Commission regula- 
tions and radio theory, a ham can qualify for 
a novice, technician, general, advanced or 
extra class license. 

Once certified, a ham must operate 
within the boundaries of the frequencies as- 
signed him or her by the FCC. Any violation 
of this rule can cause the ham to lose his or 
her license. 

Extra class hams — who must undergo a 
more strenuous radio theory test and be able 
to telegraph 20 words per minute in Morse 
code — have the distinct advantage of being 
assigned the broadest range of frequencies, 
thus enabling them to make better contact 
with hams in foreign countries, known as 


DX. . 
One local radio enthusiast, Don Wibel, is 
a 27-year ham who has “worked” (con- 
tacted) more than 300 different DX coun- 
tries, including some with just one or no 
hams (known as “rare DX’). Wibel, who 
lives at 5115 Delaware Ave. in Monarch 
Park, works by day as an electrical engineer 


for Magnavox and saves his early morning ~ 


and evening hours for his radio. 

“T’ve got ’em all worked — all except 
one,” he said. “I’ve worked all over Asia; I’ve 
worked some stations in India; the only one I 
haven’t worked yet is China, and that’s just 
opened up not too long ago.” 

Wibel, who began working with hams 
during his high school days in the 1940s, was 
first licensed in 1955 as a general class ham 
(“They didn’t have such things as novices or 


technicians in those days,” he said). Since 


then, he has been awarded the coveted sta- 


tus of extra, as well as a niche in the DX Cen- © 


tury Club, which the Amateur Radio Relay 
League awards to hams who have made con- 
tacts, with at least 100 DX countries. The 
league, based in Newington, Conn., is an or- 
ganization representing thousands of Ameri- 
can hams. 


Wibel listed such far-away places as 
Syria, South Vietnam and Tibet as among 


the countries he has contacted. Among ce- 
lebrities with whom he has made contact 
over the years are 1940s bandleader Pee Wee 
Hunt and Jordan’s King Hussein, who used 
Wibel as a go-between once in order to con- 
fect some friends of ene king living in Elk- 
art. 
“T have friends all over the world,” Wibel

Complete with set, cameras and 
all the control-room equipment, the 
facility gives 24 enthusiastic stu- 
dents each semester a chance to 
learn first-hand what goes into de- 


veloping and presenting a finished 


program or commercial. 

Teacher Dianne Boknecht admits 
one semester is “a crash course,” 
covering material she hopes will 
grow into a three-semester program.
